None 
of the sailors was In serious condi­ 
tion. but 12 of the refugees were so 
ill that they had to be remov ed to a 
hospital for treatment. 
Two of the v ictims were believ ed 
to be dying.

NEW YORK, March 28 .—Officials 
of the ^Queens county jail today re­ 
doubled their vigilance 
to 
prevent 
Henry Judd Gray, middle aged corset 
salesman and lover of Mrs. Ruth Sny­ 
der, from taking his own life. Gray 
is in a desperate state of mind and 
threats muttered while he restlessly 
paced his cell led the authorities to 
fear that he might try to commit sui­ 
cide if an opporUinity offered. 
Mrs. Snyder who Is jointly undi>r 
murder indictment with Gray for the 
murder of her husband, Albert Sny- 
dér, art editor of “Motor BoatThg. is 
in a more cheerful frame of mind. Her 
sole determination is to free herself 
from the charge hanging over her 
head. 
With the announcement by District 
Attorney Newcombe, of Queens coun­ 
ty, that he has come Into possession 
of a series of passionately-phrased love 
letters—all written 
in 
code—which 
passed between Mrs. Snyder and Gray, 
it was revealed that the state regards 
these missives as one of its strongest 
links of evidence against the accused 
pair. 
These love 
letters 
were ex ­ 
changed during the last few weeks 
which proceded the murder of the wo­ 
man's huHband. 
Third Party Involved. 
The letters addressed to Mrs. Snv- 
der, Newcombe said, had been mailed 
to the Snyder home, after arrange­ 
ments had been made whereby s.he 
would receive them without fear of 
their interception by the hushnnd. 
He intimated tliat a third pnrfy had 
been Involved in the plan for their de 
livery to the woman’s liome in Queens 
Village, 
Snyder knew three years before he 
was murdered by his wife and her 
lover th a t the woman had been un­ 
true to him. 
At that time he made 
the first moves for a divorce that 
would have saved his life, hut he drop­ 
ped the action before It reached the 
courts—actuated by his love for fcis 
daughter, Lorraine. 
Police are trying to trace the source

with

wWuIcr tfcei 
s uSanfflBNi’ 
found In his baggage. They Want to 
find whether it was purchand by 
Gray or Mrs. Snyder. They believe 
that Gray may have intended to n*e 
it to take his own life If the crime was 
fastened upon him, although the opln 
ion is also advanced that Gray and 
his mistress may have planned to ad­ 
minister it to Snyder.

it was revealed th at the state regards 
these m issives as one of its strongest 
links of evidence against the accused 
pair. 
These love 
letters 
w ere ex 
changed during the last few' weeks 
whit h proceded the m urder of the we 
m an’s husband. 
Third Party Involved. 
The letters addressed to Mrs. Snv 
der, Newcombe said, had been mailed 
to the Snyder home, after arrange 
m eats had been made whereby she 
would receive them w ithout fear of 
their Interception by the husband. 
Ile intimated that a third pnrty had 
been involved in the plan for their de 
livery to the woman’s home in Queens 
Village. 
Snyder knew throe years before he 
was m urdered by his wife ami tier 
lover th a t the woman had been un­ 
true to him. 
At that tim e he made 
the first moves for a divorce that 
would have saved his life, but he drop 
ped the action before it reached the 
courts—actuated by his love for tis 
daughter, Lorraine.

Judge Raymond tentative 
ly accep ted the amended declaration 
last week. 
H anley declared

tlODS of libel, had changed the whole 
cause of action. 
The (hanges, if al 
lowed, said Hanley, 
will 
seriously 
jeop ardize the r ghts of Henry Ford 
" 
Object to Amendment. 
Hanley made a long argum ent, urg­ 
ing the court to reject all changes 
In the declaration. 
. *‘We wish to object to the accep t­ 
ance of the am endm ent to the declara­ 
tion of libel,” said Hanley, ”we op p ose

tions on the commodity basis, and 
there is interest in what the Institute 
at Chicago will have to say as to that 
idea. 
“Gluts and wastes can not he over­ 
come,” says the secretary, “nor cryi 
the spn ad between what the farmer 
receives and what, the consumer pays 
be narrowed sufficiently until effect­ 
ive machinery has been set up to feed 
farm products into the markets of the 
country in an orderly m anner and fit 
a rate cons' tent with consumption 
remiireinents. 
“This is a formidable undertaking. 
There is a natural division of Inter­ 
ests 
between 
different 
agricultural 
tlons of the country, Farm ers of the 
E ast are heavy buyers 
of 
western 
grain. The South is a heavy buyer of 
norlhem pork products, grains, ani 
feedstuffs. The North is a buyer of 
cotton 
products. 
Even 
within tho 
same region the grain growers' fin­ 
ished product may he the livestock 
feeder's raw material. 
“Our marketing policy should have 
regard for the interests of agriculture 
as a whole, 
plan of organization Mm.t 
will work fairly and effectively as be­ 
tween the cotton producers of the 
South and the mill producers of the 
New England states, the corn growers 
and the hug raisers of the corn belt. 
the 
citrus 
growers 
of 
California. 
Florida, and Texas, the cattlemen of 
the range and beef-cattle states, the 
potato growers of Maine. Idaho, Wis­ 
consin, and Minnesota, and tho pro­ 
ducers of all the other crops grown 
in this country, can not be improvised 
in a moment. 
I believe, however, we 
are on the right track when we e m p h a - 1 
size tile commodity principle in co- 
operative organization.” 
Secretary Jardine Hot onlv believes 
th-ro should be separate cooperative* 
for each leading farm commodity, but 
holds that there should be as few as 
possible competing organizations hard- 
ling the same product.

50 m iners who were entombed by an 
explosion which killed 60 men in the 
Iwakl coal mine in Fukushim a pre­ 
fecture. 


SHANGHAI, 
March 
28.—Anti for­ 
eign agitators redoubled their activi­ 
ties today In the Chinese districts of 
Shanghai. 
All was quiet in the foreign settle­ 
ments. 
Rain fell heavily throughout the dvy 
which helped keep crow ds 
off 
the 
streets. 
The U. S.S. Preble arrived here to­ 
day, being the sixth vessel to arrive 
here with refugees from Nanking. 
Approximately 70 additional Ameri­ 
can refugees have arrived from the 
Nanking district on board the steam ­ 
ships Tseangath and H sin-Tseangtah, 
two American owned freighters plying 
the Y angtze river. 
Sleep on Ship Decks. 
Owing to lack of accommodations, 
men, women and children slept upon 
the decks, huddled close together for 
w arm th. 
Many of the refugees and some of 
the sailors on the United States de­ 
stroyer Noa were iii of ptom aine pois­ 
oning from eating canned food on 
board the Noa where they took refuge 
when they fled from N anking. None 
of the sailors was in serious condi­ 
tion, but 12 of the refugees were so 
ill that they had to be rem oved to a 
hospital for treatm ent. 
Two of the victims were believed 
to be dying. 
A m ajority of the refugees wore 
Chinese garm ents, 
th eir own being 
torn off by N ationalist soldiers dur­ 
ing their flight. 
After landing the refugees were car­ 
ried in motor cars to the A stor house 
where hot food, baths and clean beds 
were aw aiting them. It w-as their first 
taste of real, clean civilization since 
they fled the orgy of 
terrorism at 
Nanking.

man's husband.

The letters addressed to Mrs. Sny­ 
der, Now com be said, had been malled 
to the Snyder home, after arrange­ 
ments I tad been made whereby she 
would receive them without fear of 
their Interception by the husband. 
He Intimated that a third party had 
been Involved in the plan for their dc 
livery to the woman’s home in Queens

Snyder knew three years before he 
was murdered by his wife and ber 
lover that the woman had been un­ 
true to him.
